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WORLD  TALLOW  TRADE  AND  PRODUCTION 


Production 

In  1974  world  tallow  production  reached  4.9  million 
tons,  up  11  percent  from  that  of  1973  and  a  new  record. 
(Calendar  years  are  used  exclusively  in  this  circular.)  U.S. 
tallow  and  grease  production  was  up  17  percent  to  2.8  mil- 
lion tons,  which  was  also  a  record.  Output  in  most  of  the 
other  major  tallow  producing  countries  was  up,  with  the 
exception  of  Australia  where  production  declined  20  per- 
cent because  of  reduced  cattle  slaughter. 

In  1975  world  tallow  production  is  projected  to  be  up 
slightly,  but  U.S.  tallow  and  grease  production — which 
accounts  for  over  half  of  the  world's  production — is  ex- 
pected to  decline.  The  decline  in  the  United  States  is  due 
to:  Lower  slaughter  weights  in  cattle,  down  5  percent  as  of 
July,  which  reduces  tallow  yield  per  animal;  and  lower 
U.S.  hog  slaughter,  down  13  percent  as  of  July,  which  will 
reduce  hog  grease  production. 


slaughter  in  these  markets.  Of  the  major  exporting  coun- 
tries Argentina  had  the  largest  drop  in  tallow  exports  from 
38,400  tons  in  1973  to  1,300  tons  in  1974. 

Imports.  Japanese  tallow  imports  in  1974  were  down  35 
percent  to  193,000  tons.  The  U.S.  share  of  that  market  was 
78  percent  compared  to  67  percent  in  1973  and  the  volume 
was  off  23  percent  to  150,500  tons.  Japanese  imports  from 
Australia,  Canada,  and  New  Zealand  were  also  down 
sharply. 

In  the  EC  countries,  U.K.  imports  were  up  16  percent 
and  the  U.S.  share  of  the  market  increased  to  33.7  percent 
compared  to  18  percent  in  1973.  West  German  imports 
were  down  15  percent  but  the  U.S.  share  increased  slightly 
to  65  percent.  Imports  by  Italy  were  up  20  percent  and  the 
U.S.  share  increased  from  71  percent  to  90  percent.  The 
Netherlands  increased  imports  42.6  percent,  but  imports 
from  the  United  States  remained  low.  West  Germany  in- 
creased its  share  of  Dutch  imports,  with  Spain  and  Hun- 
gary also  taking  large  shares. 


Trade 

World  exports  of  tallow  were  up  7  percent  in  1974  to 
1.64  million  tons.  The  United  States,  Australia  and 
Canada  are  the  three  most  important  net  exporters  and  ac- 
count for  86  percent  of  world  trade.  U.S.  exports  increased 
14.5  percent  to  1.16  million  tons.  Australian  exports  were 
down  26  percent  to  146,000  tons  and  Canada's  exports 
were  up  20.5  percent  to  98,700  tons.  The  European  Com- 
munity increased  exports  by  44  percent  to  147,300  tons. 

The  U.S.  share  of  world  tallow  exports  in  1974  was  70.7 
percent,  up  from  66  percent  in  1973.  The  Australian  share 
fell  to  9  percent  from  17  percent  in  1973  while  Canada's 
increased  from  5  percent  in  1973  to  6  percent  in  1974. 
U.S.  exports  of  tallow  and  greases  were  up  sharply  to 
countries  in  Asia,  Africa,  and  South  America,  but  were 
down  to  Europe  and  Japan  because  of  increased  cattle 


Outlook 

The  average  value  of  U.S.  inedible  tallow  exports  in 
1974  was  20  cents  per  pound  compared  to  13  cents  in 
1973.  In  the  first  6  months  of  1975,  the  average  export 
value  was  15.7  cents  per  pound.  Lower  prices  were  caused 
by  increased  world  supplies  of  vegetable  oils  at  low  prices, 
and  high  cattle  slaughter,  and  increased  tallow  production 
in  the  major  markets. 

U.S.  and  world  tallow  trade  in  1975  will  be  down  and 
further  long-term  pressure  on  tallow  exports  is  expected  as 
world  supplies  of  lower-cost  coconut  oil  and  palm  oil  be- 
come available.  These  products  can  be  produced  at  very 
low  cost  and  are  expected  to  keep  tallow  prices  low  in 
world  trade.  As  an  example,  coconut  oil  in  the  United 
States  in  June  was  priced  70  percent  below  June  1974 
levels.
